Non-union Miners Assaulted by a 


31askeil Mob. 
By Ttlegnph to T n Bnminu 


PITTSBUKG, Dec. 10.—At Pine Run, 
about one mile below Eii'aabeth, 
Pa., 
was the scene of another riot this morn- 
ing between the striking coal miners and 
men who have been working at the re- 
ducf^d wages. 
About half past 3 when 
twenty-five miners were on their way to 
work in Lynn's mines, a squad of 200 
masked men met them and demanded 
they return to their homes. 
They re- 
fused to do so anii the mob made an at- 
tack upon them with clubs, sticks and 
stones. 


Tne riot lasted two hours, and ten 
men were injured and one of them, New- 
ton Campbell, a driver, was beaten to 
insensibility. 
His injuries are believed 
to be fatal. 
Two others were also ser- 
iously injured. 
Tlie others got away 
with slight cuts and bruises. 
The non- 
unionists were driven off. 
The mob 
turned the switch of the private coal 
road running to the mine, and disap- 
peared over the hill. 
The train coming 
along was thrown from the track. 
The 
engine upturned but no one was hurt. 
At 11 o'clock Sheriff Grady, with 
posse, left for the scene. 
The mob is 
believed to be the one organized to visit 
all mines to day where men are working 
at the reduction.

A COMMENDABLE movement is on foot 
in several Northern Indiana towns for 
the purpose of gathering funds and 
clothing to be dietributed among the 
poor during the holidays. 
The aim is to 
comfiTtably clothe all worthy and needy 
people, and also to provide them with a 
wholesome dinner, Christmas.

sure it would be appreciated. 


THE Princess Isabelle, the only liv^ 
InR child of the Emperor of Brazil, is 
happily married to the Count D'Eu.

THE project of drying up the Zuyder 
Zee is again being 
urged with some 
vehemence. 
A "State Socialist" argu- 
ment is now freely used; it is said that 
the gigantic task will find rich employ- 
ment for the Dutch working class pop- 
ulation for many years, among whom 
social democracy is increasing. 
The 
Providence of Utrecht, Gelderland, and 
most of the municipalities whose cities 
and towns lie upon the sea. have given 
their adhesion to the scheme, and have 
empowered a commission of experts to 
report on the probable cost

ing Monnikendam and others, protest 
eagerly against the scheme, since its 
execution must infallibly convert them 
into "dead cities."
